Hi Christina- 

As Betsy mentioned, the Boston PD should have the actual drugs and corresponding drug certificates. As for the 
discovery packet, I looked at my records and noticed that I already faxed a copy of it to Katherine Loftus (for ADA 
Allison Callahan) on 01/10/2011, though it did not include 671306 as it came back negative. I will send you another 
copy of the packet with my notes for 671306 included by the end of the week. 

As for my schedule on/around Jan. 19, 2012, I have a case scheduled on the 19^*’ in Quincy in which I am told it will be 
the first case to go to trial that day. I also have 3 district court cases in the week after Jan 19“’ - one in Springfield 
onl /20/12, one in Pittsfield on 1 /23/12, and one in Belchertown on 1 /25/12. I’m guessing that your case is a Superior 
Court case (“Major Felony Unit”) and, therefore, would take precedence over the District cases. Please let me know if 
there are any changes so I can keep the other ADAs informed if 1 will be available to them. Thanks.
